WHEAT PROSPECTS AND PRICES,

The New York Journal of Commerce
presents Inte Information in regand to
wheut prospects which are of Interest
to producers, It notes that with rare
exceptions reports of the wheat har-
vest grow more favorable in this coun-
try and less favornble abrond. 1t s
flready settled that Tudin will do very
Httle to offset the deficlencies of Kng-
land and Franee and the fallure of Ger-
many.  The greater part of the Argen-
tine surplus has been exported and the
amount has been mueh less this year
than Iast, so that the shipments from
uow on to the next harvest are ex-
pected to be Hght, Russinn information
I& Indefinite and Inconsistent, but late
reports regnrding the whent crop are
muelr worse than the earller ones, Spain
and Ttaly report good harvests and Hou-
manin will be able to export a consid-
erible  gmwount, but  from  Hungary
northward the crop & only from falr
to had.

The crop statistician, Mr. Spow, estl
mates the yield of winter wheat in this |
country ut 440000000 and that of
spciige wheat  at J0,000000  bushels,
maklug the whent crop 770,000,060 bush-
ele.  The crop of 1808, the Inrgest ever
harcested, wos GT5,000,000 hushels  ae

EFFECT ON THE STOUR MARKET.

The Injury to erops from the pro-
longed hot spell i having the natoral
effect upon the stock market, as yet the
stocks of the “corn rounds™ belng chiefy |
uffected. ANl of these experienced a
marked decline vesterday and are very
likely te go still lower today, gince there
I8 no genernl abatement of the high
temperature and ne promise of an early
change from the crop-destroying heat,
In the case of most of these stocks, If
not all of them, the price had been un-
duly advanced by the active specula-
tion of the last few months and now
thuts the roads are threatgned with a
large reduction of business-through the
injury of crops the market value of thelr
stocks 18 likely to fall to a legitimate
pulnt.

Of course other stocks were nffected,
particularly the industrials, in  which
there was a considerable decline, In a
few cases even greater than was ex-
perlenced by the rallroud stocks, a fact
which serves to show the insecurity of
some of the Industrials as Investments.
At the Arst slgn of unfavorable condl-
tlons the holders of the Industrial stocks
take slarm and throw them on the mar-
ket, thus Intensifying apprehension. It
I8 eunsy to concelve of clreumstances
that might produce a crash In this
cluss of stocks that would have disas-
trous consequences.

The injury to crops is alrendy serious
and may become more so, but undoubt-
edly we shall produce sufficlent for
howe consuwption and perhaps some-
thing to spare. Meanwhile those who
speculate In stocks will be wise to ob-
serve caution pending better informa-
tion as to the crop outcome,

UNJUST CRITICISM.

Critlicism of Becretary Gage for the
getlon taken 1o the Russlan sugar and
petrolenm cuses I8 wholly unjust. The
socretary of the treasury simply acted
In both ecases In conformity with the
lnw, a8 construed by the law officers
of the government. There was nothing
arbitrary In the declslon applying the
countervalling duty to Russiun :n'u.ml'I
and it shonld be borne In mind that
the decislon was sustained, after care-
ful consideration. by the Board of Ap-
praisers, a judiclal body created by
congress to pass on such subjects, As
the Philadelphia Press says, nelther the
president, Secretary Gage nor the en-
tire cabinet could overrule the declsion
of the board uny more than they could
one of the supreme court, In regard to
the lmposition of & duty on Russian
petroleum, the finance minister of Rus-
sln has practically admitted that it did
not justify his action o lnceasing du-
tlew  on  certuln American products,
omitting any reference to the petroleum
duty In his proposal to vacite all of
the additional duties levied on Awmeri-
can goods since the lmposition of the
siigar differential If the Unlted Btates
would vaeate its action respecting the
counntervalllng sugar duty, It s proh-
able he alko reallzes that a mistake was
made in retaliating bn account of the
sugar differentlal, but of course he will
ndhere to hils action,

The chugrin of the exporters to Rus-
#ln ot the treasury decislon was qulte
natural.  They view the matter from a
purely seltish standpoint. But if they
would be falr and just they should vislt
their criticlsm upon the law rather than
upon the secretary of the treasury, who
merely performed his duty, having in
support of his declslon the cablnet and
the Board of Appralsers, Becretary

lowa ln search of a bit of Hawkeye breeze. |

What Is there about the World-Herald
thnt prompts it to stoop to personalities
on the slightest provoeation®  Why can
it not enter Into the discusslon of mat-
tors of passing publle interest without
drngeing In personalities?

It s true that Edward Rosewater
spent one evening thls week at Lake
Manawa, but he did not go there in
search of fresh alr, but becnuse of an
invitation to accompany n party of
newspinper people. How does that fact
In any way reflect upon The Bee or
Justify the assertion that The Bee at-
tucks every good undertaking nnd dis-
cournges the efforts of charitably In-
clined men aod women?

The Bee has at oll times advoented
and encournged legitimate charitable
enterprises  and has contributed sub-
stantial ald to such undertakings, while
It contemporary  hans  contributed
merely hot alr and sentimental gush.

There are different polnts of view to
take of public charity, The Bee has |
preached the gospel of labor, Industry
and  frogality, while others have
preached the gospel of habitual idleness
and habitual bheggary. It hns no ad-
miration for the Pharlsees who con-
stantly proclaim thelr good deeds from
the housetops. It does not blow hot
und cold to pander to public sentiment
or seek to make ltself popular by prat-
ing about the wretchedness and miseries
of the poor. It believes in organized
charity and private benevolence.

As to the necessity of deporting chil-
dren and famillies from the so-called
congested districts to the fresh alr camp
at Fort ©maha, The Bee entertains its
own views and does not fear to express
them. There is as muoch congestion
within the tents of the Balvatlon Army
as there Is in the shantles occupled by
the poorest of our poor. If there is
nuy difference in temperature It is In
favor of the congested cottage district
rvather than on the sun-scorched prairie,
with this difference—thut the mos-
quitoes and other insects are more
sabundant In the fresh alr comp.

From a moral point of view, the trans-
fer from the congested city districts into
the Salvation Army camp of persons, of
all nges and sexes, does pot tend to
fmprove their spiritual welfare any
more than It does their personul cow-
fort.

In the great world eitles, like London,
New York, Chicagoe and hiladelphin,
where hundreds of thousands of poor
people are huddled together in wretch-
edly ventdated tenement blocks, a fresh
ulr outing campaigu In the country un-
doubtedly alleviates distress and affords
needed veller for lmpoverished humanity,
but in towns llke Omaha It Is exceed-
ingly doubtful whether fresh alr camps
serve any good purpose.

It Is an old adage that idleness is the
mother of crime and vice, while neces.
sity Is the mother of juvention. The
example of able-bodied men and women
who insist upon being idle when there
is an abundance of work at good wages
{8 not llkely to inspire 4 desire for in-
dustry or a disposition to labor for a
Hying -tralts which are as essential to
the honest toller as they are to the
wellbelug of soclety sud the safety of
the country.

The Board of Education cut down thr-\
number of High school teachers at the
annunl election and inereased the hours
of labor of the others to make up for
it. Friends of the teachers dropped
have made o rald on the mewbers of
the board and If the usual course I8 pur-

expenditures, If the schools cun be con-
ducted without detriment to the publie
with the number of teachers already
cinployed there I8 no excuse for yleld-
ing to thiy pressure, If they caunot |
the board should have ascertained this
fact before they were dropped. There
Is no reason why the publle should pro-
vide any class with a living uuless their
services are needed.
